THE GREAT SUSPENSE 


Caused by the Recess of the Democratic 
Caucus. 


PROBABILITIES IN STORE FOR TODAY. 


Mills Has Drawn His Strongest 
Force From Others. 


JUDGE CRISP IS STILL CONFIDENT. 


The Probability That Congressman Wil- 
son, of West Virginia, May 
Be the Dark Horse. 


WaAsHInGToN, December 6.—[Special.]-- 
Sunday afforded a slight breathing spell to the 
candidates contesting for the speakership. 

All day long their lieutenants have been 
consulting and rushing about, rallying their 
men preparatory to the resumption of the 
struggle tomorrow. 

No Change in the Situation. 

Tonight there appears to be practically no 
change in the situation as it was left by the 
caucus at midnight after ten hours of contin- 
tous balloting. It appears ‘o be extremely 
goubtful whether the situation as it now exists 
will be unlocked tomorrow, and it may be 
daysinstead of hours before ti\is great contest 
isended. Indeed, it is alread;' the most stub- 
bornly contested battle since tie famous fight 
for the speakership in 1857, wlich dragged out 
its monotonous length for two months, and 
finally resulted in the elecyjon of General 
Nathaniel P. Banks. ; 

McMillin’s Followers. 

The eighteen devoted folloyprs of McMillinf 
of Tennessee, are firmer thadibver, while the 
ensign of Springer, somewhat. tattered, is still 
held aloft by a faithful band. Hatch, who 
charged the breastworks with but fourteen 
men—a mere handful—and who lost in the en- 
counter all but five, has been trying to reform 
his shattered squad today, and claims tonight 
that he will go into the caucus tomorrow with 
his original vote of fourteen. 


Both Springer and McMillin fully realize | 


that there are immense pessibilities in the sit- 
uation for them, and they, too, have been 
working for recruits today. 

Mills and Crisp. 

Nevertheless, the columnsof Crispand Mills 
are standing firm. The managers of both say 
that the “‘ontside candidates’’ cannot win, be- 
cause the slightest break in the following of 
either would be followed by a general disinte- 
gration of his strength, and’ in the smash-up 
the other would get enough votes to nominate. 

Crisp is within twenty ‘and Mills within 
twenty-three of a majority. Either would 
prefer the election of an oj\tside candidate to 
the other, but neither coul('throw his support 
solidly. And a comparatively small leak 
would be fatal. An attemy} was made today 
to organize a defection in th» camp of each of 
the leading candidates, Crigy and Mills, of fif- 

teen votes in the interest ofaMc Millin. 

Tle scheme was for thes@svotes to go simul- 
taneously to the Tennesse@an and create a 
stampede. It has, however, failed so far. If 
consummated, the break in the columns of the 
Georgian and Texan might stampede the cau- 
cus and cause a general rush for cover. 

All Combinations Fail. 

But it isa very difficult job to stampedea 
caucus when the leaders have their forces as 
well in hand as Crisp and Mills have. All 
combinations and attempts at combinations 
have fallen through so far, and the general 
opinion tonight is that the speakership lies, as 
it always has lain, between the Georgian and 
the Texan. Both Crispand Mills are confi- 
dent of victory. Tom Johnson said this even- 
ing that the decks would be ¢leared tomorrow, 
and that with everybody out’ except Millg and 
Crisp the former would have*122 and the latter 
109. 

Judge Crisp’s Confidence. 

Judge Crisp said to your correspondent this 
@vening: 

“We will begin where we stopped. I see 
no material change in the situation. Mr. 
Mills has stripped Springer and Haten of 
about all the votes he can control, while most 
of mine are still locked up. It is astonishing, 
however, how close it will be. Mr. Mills, I 
understand, claims his election by one vote. I 
know I will have a majority of three.’”’ 

The Presidential Fight. 

The interesting feature of the contest as it 
Btands, is that it seems to mask ‘the fight for 
the presidential nomination next year, or at 
least that is the construction the managers of 
Mr. Mills insist upon placing upon it. With 
Senator Carlisle, William R. Morrison, ex- 
Postmaster General Dickinson, ex-Secre- 
tary of the Interior Vilas on the 
ground, and ex-Secretary of State Bayard 
appealing for Mills support through the news- 
papers, the conclusion that the hand of Mr. 
Cleveland is behind the Té¢xan’s candidacy 
follows naturally. Froin thij very fact there 
ls a natural attempt to class !he supporters of 
Mr. Crisp as anti-Clevelan¢ and to try to 
make the presidential situat(on hinge on the 
result of the contest, notwithstanding the fact, 
Which is clearly apparent, that there are many 
Btaunch Cleveland men in Jmdge Crisp’s fol- 
lowing. Nevertheless, the }osition mani- 
fested to malign Senator Géfman, Governor 
Hill and others, whose sympathies, per- 
haps, were with the Georgian, has naturally 
quickened their interest in the fight, and if 
the contest should prove to be a protracted one 
they might be drawn further into it. 

The Probable Dark Horse. 

Summing up the situation, it is apparent 
that there is practically nochange except, per- 
haps,in the extent of the outside influence 
that is being brought to bear. But there is one 
dark horse in the stable, whom it would be 
Well just now for the public to keep their eyes 

on. His name is William L. Wilson and he 
hailsfrom West Virginia. He has few peers 
in the house asa brainy, able man, and he 
Would make, perhaps, the best all around com- 
Promise if a compromise becomes necessary. 
What the Candidates Have to Say. 

“I have seventeen followers who will stick 
resolutely to me to the end,” said Mr. Springer 
tonight; “and I have confident expecta- 
tion of materially increasing this following 
early in the balloting tomorrow. All talk about 
Combinations or withdrawal. is ridiculous so 

asiam concerned. Every minor candi- 
date has more in the situation to give him 
hope tonight than he had forty-eight hours 
“go. Night before last our friends Mills and 
Crisp were each assuring the 
ublic how mathematically certain 
© was to ibe selected on the second ballot and 
how the forces of McMillin, Hateh and myself 
Were to seek their camps on the second ballot 
Under the impetus of the laws of political gravi- 


a tation. Well, they have had exactly ten hours 
of erp and both of these gentlemen have 


0t only failed of election but our forces have 
‘gravitated’ to them so little that they are 
t twenty-five votes short of election.

Having failed to absorb our following, having 
failed of election on the second bal- 
lot, or even. after ten hours’ bal- 
loting, they have demonstrated not only 
the inaccuracy of their predictions but the 
weakness of their position, and I expect the 
leading candidates to gradually decline after 
the first ballot tomorrow. ach, of course, 
will endeavor to make his best showing on the 
first ballot tomorrow in order to demonstrate 
the apparent gains since the adjournment of 
the caucus and encourage a stampede to his 
candidacy. 

‘Weare prepared for this, and the only 
stampede by supporters we are expectingis 
that which will come when the friends of the 
other candidates flock to Springer, of LIlli- 
nols.’’ 

McMillin Talks. 

‘You may say,’’ said McMillin, cheerily, 
“‘that Iam in this fight until the speaker is 
elected. There is everything in the situation 
to encourage, and nothing to discourage. Both 
Mills and Crisp have shown their 
greatest strength, and now I expect 
the tide to turn to. me. have 
today received not only renewed assurances of 
the support of those who stood by me through 
yesterday’s caucus, but also promises of sup- 
port from dozens of other gentlemen who are 
to come to me as their second.choice when 
convinced of the inability of their favorite 
candidate to win.” 


Hatch Expects to Win. 


“No candidate. can make a combination 
with me.” said Mr. Hatch. ‘‘I am in this 
fight to win, not to trade. I expect an in- 
creased vote on the first and all succeeding 
ballots tomorrow.”’ 

The Two Leaders Talk. 


“IT can only say to you,’’ said Mr. Crisp, 
“that I am still quite hopeful of success in the 
speakership contest. I am not prepared to 
say that the matter will be settled on the first 
ballot tomorrow or thatit will settied at all 
tomorrow, but I expect to receive the nomina- 
tion when it is settled. The claims of the mi- 
nority candidates as tothe gains they expect 
to make are purely speculative.” 

Mills declined to give an expression, and 
designated Bynum, of Indiana, as his spokes- 
man. 

‘We are still confident of winning,’’ said 
Bynum. ‘There is no doubt that Milisis the 
second choice of a large majority of the mem- 
bers, and when the break from the other 
candidates comes he will be the winner. We 
expect him to receive an increased vote on the 
first ballot tomorrow, and then to advance 
steadily until he is nominated. That result 
we expect to realize before the time for the 
meeting of the house.”’ 

The nineteen members who voted so stead- 
ily for McMillin last night, and who today 
declare they will support him indetinitely, are 
his seven colleagues from Tennessee—Rich- 
ardson, Enloe, ashington, Patterson, Cox, 
Snodgrass and Pierce; two members from 
Kentucky—Stone and Goodnight; three from 
Louisiana—Brice, Boatner and Logan; two 
from New York—Covert: and Bunting; two 
from Mississippi—Stockdale and Kyle; one 
from Pennsylvania—Beltzhoover, and two 
from Michigan—Chipman and Gorman. 

The seventeen members who voted for 
Springer on the last ballot and who also prom- 
ise to support him through a prolonged con- 
test, are seven of his Illinois coileagues, 
namely: Cable, Newberry, Snow, Stewart, 
Buzy, Dubarrow and McGann; five Indiana 
members—Holman, Shively, Martin, McClel- 
land and Patton; two from Wisconsin—Bab- 
bitt and Miller; one from Nebraska—Bryan ; 
one from Ohio, Houk,and one from Michigan— 
Stout. 


BY THE ELECTRIC ROUTE, 


Loppy, the Wife Murderer, Will Be Exe- 
cuted Some Time This Week. 


Sinc Since, December 6.—Martin D. Loppy, 
the condemned wife murderer, spent his last 
Sunday on earth quietly. He will be killed on 
the death chair some time between midnight 
tonight and Saturday next. From the present 
indications the execution will take place early 
Tuesday morning. Loppy read his Bible, 
and to those who conversed with him 
during the day, he said he 
was willing todie. Hedid not ask when he 
would be called to go to the death chair. The 
1,372 convicts in the prison are beiieved to be 
fully aware that Loppy is to be executed dur- 
ing the coming week. Warden Brown re- 
ceived the newspaper men and other callersin 
the office up to 5:30 o’clock p. m., when armed 
guards took up their vigil for the night. 

No one is allowed to pass the death line ex- 
cept those holding Warden Rrown’s invita- 
tions to the execution. Up to a late hour 
tonight but few of the persons invited by 
the warden have appeared. Before Warden 
Brown closed the prison against newspaper 
men tonight, he addressed them in his office, 
saying that they might go to bed and get a 
good night’s rest. 


CIVIL SERVICE REPORT. 


Annual Report Shows 34,000 Employes in 
the Classified Service. 


WASHINGTON, December 6.—The civil ser- 
vice commission in its annual report to the 
president states that the classified civil service 
now contains 34,000 government employes. 

From July 1, 1890, to June 30, 1891, 5,206 
applicants were examined for departmental 
service at Washington, of whom 43,337 passed 
and 1,869 failed to pass. 

The report calls attention to the extension of 
the classified service to include a portion of 
the Indian service, and says that this exter- 
sion is especially important as for the first time 
applying the principle of non-partisan appoint- 
ments to the Indian service. 


A NOVEL PROPOSITION 


For the Farmers to Sell Their Cotton to 
the County Officers. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., December 6.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The cotton farmers of Greenville 
county, in this state, have adopted a novel 
mode of raising the price of cotton. Ata mass 
meeting, held yesterday, the following resolu- 


tion was adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the cotton producers of 
Greenville county, and other citizens thereof, 
agree toassign all cotton, to be made in this 
county in 1892, to the ore commissioners, or 
other officers to be elected by the voters of the 
county, and will deliver the same at such place in 
the county a8 may be directed by said county 
commissioners, provided the, said county com- 
missioners, or other officers, pay tor the same in 
cash or county bonds, at 11 cents a pound for mid- 
dling, and less or more for other cotton, by class 
or grade, 1 cent a pound to be reserved for ex- 
penses, etc. 

The county commissioners referred to are 
the fiscal officers of the county, and the propo- 
sition to pay for cotton by issuing county 
bonds is novel. 


HIS TOE PULLED THE TRIGGER 


And the Shotgun Was Reliable Enough to 
Do the Rest. 


RIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 6.—[{Special.] 
Joe Pike, a respectable farmer of Walker 
county, yesterday engaged in the last of many 
quarrels with his wife. This one was of an 
unusually heated and exasperating sort, and 
Pike afterwards declared that he could endure 
them nomore. So he got down his rifle and 
put the muzzie to his head and his toe to the 
trigger and died in a few hours. 


Three Tragedies a Week. 


BrIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 6.—[Spe- 
cial.]|— Blount county is becoming a theater of 
crime, three desperate murders having been 
perpetrated there within the week. The first, 
the cool assassination of an old farmer; the 
second, the deliberate murder of a woman by 
her husband, who shot her as she opened the 
door to let him in at night. 

Last night Robert Gunter, a saloon keeper, 
shot and killed George Brazeale, an unarmed 
farmer, for a cause that nobody can surmise.

A RARE EVENT. 


The Assembling of the House Without a 


Speaker, 
THE CHARACTER OF THE 52D CONGRESS. 


lt Will Be Wild of Debate, But 
Chary of Action. 


THE RANCOR OF PARTISAN DEBATE 


Will Give Point to the Presidential 
Conflict Which Is to Follow 
During the Year. 


WASHINGTON, December 6.—[Special.J— 
Unless there should be a radical change in the 
speakership situation tonight or early tomor- 
row morning, the house of representatives for 
the first time since the thirty-sixth congress, 
when the last deadlock over the speakership 
occurred, will meet without a previous selec- 
tion by the dominant party, of a presiding of- 
ficer for the popular branch of the legislative 
department. : 
It Was Not So Once. 

Though this condition of affairs has not ex- 
istedin recent years, it was notsorarein the 
stormy years between the Mexican and civil 
wars, when the conflict over the slavery ques- 
tion screwed the lines without and within the 
parties tense and close. ‘Thus, in the twenty- 
sixth congress the speaker was not elected for 
leeven days, the chairman meantime being ap- 
pointed to administer the rules of the house. 

In the thirty-first congress, nearly a month 
elapsed before the speaker was selected, and 
this was prolonged to two months in the 
thirty-fourth and thirty-sixth congresses. In 
the two last named cases the clerk of the 
house presided over its deliberations and the 
control of formalities made requisite by the 
federal constitution. 

What Will Have to Be Done. 

Should there bea failure to decide upon a 
speaker at the caucus tomorrow forenoon, it 
will be necessary for the house to adopt one or 
the other of the two methods established by 
precedents for such events—namely, to elect a 
“temporary chairman,’ or a “temporary 
speaker,’’ according to the titular designation 
which may be agreed upon for the person se- 
lected, or else commit the duty of presiding to 
the clerk. 

The Business of the Week. 

In the absence of an agreement for the per- 
fection of an organization of the house the 
course of proceedings during the coming week 
isa matter of pure speculation, with a few and 
insignificant facts upon which to base conjec- 
ture. In any event very little business will be 
transacted in the house during the week. The 
president’s message wil! be received and read, 
according to custom, on Tuesday, if the house 
completes its organization tomorrow. 

The Day in the Senate. 

Should the house fail to organize tomorrow, 
the senate will not be able to transact business, 
for its inability to notify the president through 
the joint committee of its readiness to receive 
his communications will operate to defer for a 
time the presentation of the annual message as 
well as a large accumulation of recess appoint- 
ments that must be sent to the senate for con- 
firmation. Conferences will be held by the 
senators of different parties early in the week 
to arrange the membership of the committees, 
a task of more than ordinary importance this 
time, in view of the incoming of fifteen new 
senators. 

The Conflicting Houses. 

With one branch of the national legislature 
in possession of each of the two great political 
parties, and both striving to shape the course 
of legislation so as to affectin their interests 
the approaching presidential campaign, and 
secure supremacy in the control of the govern- 
ment, it may fairly be assumed that the fifty- 
second congress will take a prominent place in 
the history of legislative assemblies. In view 
of conflicting majorities in the two branches, 
it is not probable that when it has concluded 
its labors it will have addedto the statutes 
many new measures of national importance; 
but, beyond doubt, many fierce battles will be 
waged upon the leading issues between two 
great parties—tariff and silver coinage, while 
the members of the small but lively alliance 
element may be counted upon to lose no op- 
portunity in the debate for bringing their de- 
mands and principles before the country. 


REV. DR. J. £. L. HOLMES 


Falls Dead from Apoplexy at His Home in 
Savannah, 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 6.—[Special.]— 
The funeral of the Rev. Dr. J. E. L. Holmes 
will take place on Tuesday afternoon. The 
body will be placed ina vault here tempora- 
rily. Final interment will be either in Balti- 
more or Virginia. The death of Dr. Holmes 
was one of the saddest shocks Savannah has 
had for years. He wasin the prime of lifeand 
seemingly enjoying the best of health. On 
Saturday night he remained awake until a late 
hour finishing a sermon for today. He left his 
study shortly before 11 o'clock, and prepared 
fora bath. When he left the bedroom his 
wife saw him for the last time alive. She fell 
asleep and was subsequently awakened from 
the cries of herbaby. Seeing the doctor's 
clothes on a chair, she supposed he was bath- 
ing, and went to sleep again, and shortly be- 
fore 2. o’clock this morning she 
awakened again. As he was _ siill 
absent from the room, she arose and 
went to the bathroom. The gas there was 
burning. She called several times. No 
answer coming, she endeavored to 
enter. She could only push the 
door open sufliciently to see that her husband 
had fallen to the floor. Hastily summoning 
assistance, an entrance was obtained. The 
doctor was found dead where he had fallen, 
when a stroke of apoplexy came upon him. 

Dr. Holines was probably the most popular 
clergyman in the city. His friends were con- 
fined tono church. He was born in South- 
ampton county, near Franklin, Va., January 
17, 1845. He graduated from Richmond col- 
lege, and after his graduation entered the 
Baptist theology seminary at Greenville, S. 
C., where he graduated, and was ordained to 
the ministry. His tirst church was at Dan- 
ville, where he remiained until October, 1881, 
when he was called to the Savannah Baptist 
church to succeed Rev. Dr. Landrum. 

Dr. Holmes was twice married. His first 
wife was a daughter of Dr. C. J. Hudnall, of 
Brooknel!, Va. She died in Savannah a year 
after coming here, leaving a little daughter. 
A year ago last April he married Miss Lever- 
ing, of Buitimore. Dr. Holmes leaves, be- 
sides a widow and daughter, a little son eight 
monthgsold.

She screamed and he threatened to kill 
her, but the arrival of some persons prevented 
him. 

The little girl came here from Carter county. 
She is without father, mother, brother or sis- 
ter. She is a pitiable object. Officers are 
now in search of the scoundrel, andif he is 
caught there is no telling what the result will 
be. Bob Clark was lynched last summer for 
a crime less brutal. 

The town is in a fever of excitement for the 
people do not want to witness another lynch- 
ing. The girl’s description of the man gives 
the policeaclue. An officer from Dayton, 
Tenn., arrived here today on the hunt of 
Floyd Leonard, a man who is indicted at that 
town for bigamy. He has two or three living 
wives. Heis a shrewd man, and so far has 
eluded the officers.

CHOKED 


TO DEATH. 


The Horrible Taking OM of Seventy- 
Three Men. 


A FRENCH COAL MINE EXPLOSION, 


Throws the Nation Into Grief and 
Consternation. 


THE WORK OF RELIEF QUICKLY BEGUN, 


But the Faith of Saving Lives Is 
Quickly Dispelled—The Scenes at 
the Mouth of the Pit. 


Paris, December 6.—The report of a terrible 
mining disaster comes from St, Etienne, in the 
department of the Loire, and the center of one 
of the richest coal fields in France. 

An explosion of fire damp occurred at noon 
today in one of the numerous coal pits in that 
region, and many of the workers were unable 
to escape from the mine. 

According to the advices so far received, 
eighty men perished in the pit. 

Volumes of Evil-Smelling Smoke. 

Immediately after the explosion dense vol- 
umes of evil-smelling smoke issued from the 
mouth of this and the connecting pit, and ina 
short time crowds of relatives and friends of 
the imprisoned workmen gathered about the 
entrances of the pit and prepared for the work 
of rescue. 

When the first attempt was made to rescue 
the imprisoned men the rescuers were driven 
back by the foul fumes that poured from the 
shaft, and for nearly an hour nothing could be 
done to aid the unfortunate miners in the pit. 
At the very outset the rescuers encountered a 
serious obstacle, as the main gallery was found 
to have collapsed, thus preventing access to 
the imprisoned men. 

Hope for Saving Life. 

After working several hours in relays the 
party of rescuers had cleared away a portion of 
the debris, andin a few minutes they came 
across the bodies of four miners. The men, 
although not conscious, were stillalive. While 
the rescuers were at work several doctors and 
a number of ambulances had been summoned 
from St. Etienne, and a supply of restoratives 
procured, so that the promptest assistance 
might be given to all who should be brought 
from the pit alive. 

The speedy revival of the men rescued gave 
hope that others in the mine might be saved, 
and this hope was strengthened when, a short 
time afterwards, another rescuing party, which 
had entered a connecting pit, sent to the sur- 
facefour more of the victims, all of whom 
were quickly restored to consciousness. 

But Death Had Done Its Work. 

The second party of rescuers, however, 
found that it was utterly impossible to reach 
the other imprisoned men, and there is hardly 
a doubt thatall of the latterhave succumbed 
to the poisonous gases that fill the chambers of 
the mine. The work of rescue will be resumed 
tonight, when it is hoped the gases will have 


dis . 
t midnight it was ascertained that seventy- 
three miners had perished. 

Wives, children and relatives of the 
entombed miners still surround the mouth of 
the pit, and most heartrending scenes are 
witnessed, as the bodies of the victims are 
brought to the surface. — 


NO OFFICIAL RECOGNITION 


Given the Death of Dom Pedro by His 
Former Subjects. 


Paris, December 6.—Cable dispatches from 
Rio Janeiro say that the news of the death of 
Dom Pedro met with no official recognition in 
the Brazilian capital. A number of merchants 
and shopkeepers in Rio Janeiro closed their 
places of business for today out of respect for 
the ex-emperor, but otherwise the death of 
the former ruler of Brazil was marked by no 
demonstration of any kind. The king of Por- 
tugal, in a telegram of condolence to Countess 
d’Eu Princess Isabell, daughter of Dom Pe- 
dro, offers the use of the vault of the Braganza 
family for the burial of the ex- emperor. 

Dom Pedro was fully possessed of his mental 
faculties till the end. During Friday forenoon, 
being conscious that he was nearing death, he 
had mass celebrated in his bedroom. 
Countess D’Eu, Prince Ernest, of §Saxe- 
Coburg, Gothia, and all otherfmembers of the 
dying man’s household attended the service, 
which Dom Pedro, himself, was able to follow, 
and at which he received communion. During 
his last hours the ex-emperor repeatedly ex- 
horted his heir, Princess Isabell, to pray with 
him for the ace and prosperity of Brazil. 
Soon aftér Abbe Rabonoso had administered 
the last sacrament Dom Pedro §went into a 
comatose condition. He passed quietly away. 
His body has been embalmed and other prep- 
arations made for the funeral. 


French Gossip. 

Paris, December 6.—Out of eighteen arch- 
bishops and sixty-seven bishops throughout 
France only six have refrained from open ad- 
hesion to the archbishop of Aix ainst the 
government in the matter of the decree for- 
bidding bishops to leave their dioceses without 
permission. 

In the matter of the decree withdrawing the 
prohibition of importation of American pork, 
French officials are desirous of having it 
understood that their action was practically 
decided upon a year ago. 


The English Bondholders. 

LONDON, December 6.—The committee of the 
English bondholders of the Ohio and Mississippi 
bonds have obtained legal opinion of the validity 
of the English vote in electing three directors 
charged to carry the policy of union with the 
Baltimore and Ohio. The counsel they have em- 
ployed advise them that there is not the slightest 
doubt of the legality of the vote, and that if the 
case is carried to the courts, English bondhulders 
are sure to triumph.

GriFFin, Ga., December 6.—[Special. }—Be- 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock this morning the resi- 
dence of Hon. J. J. Hunt, four miles nofth of 
the city, was destroyed by fire. Happening at 
that hour, in the country, where no assistance 
could be had in time, nothing whatever of the 
contents were saved except a drawer of a bu- 
reau in which were Colonel Hunt’s papers.

The Cotton Outlook. 
Speaking of the rapid and unprecedented 
marketing of the cotton crop this season, 


The New Orleans Picayune says: 

According to the monthly statement of the 
movement of the cotton crop of the United States, 
compiled by Secretary Hester, of the cotton ex- 
change, there has been brought into sight during 
the three months of the season ending November 
SOth 4,762,732 bales, an excess over last year of 
544,390 bales. That the cotton movement has, 
therefore, been extraordinary is but mildly ex- 
pressing the facts of the case, That it-should un- 
settic all calculations as to the size of the crop 
and caus® a steady decline in prices is not to be 
wondered at; in fact, it is remarkable that the 
decline in value has been so gradual. ; 

Fine weather for picking. and shipping, 
and the desire of the planters to settle their 
debts and get a little cash as speedily as pos- 
sible, will explain this rush. Naturally, the 
crop has been estimated as a very large one, 
but many experts hold that itis smaller than 
the one of last year. Our New Orleans con- 


temporary says of the outlook: 

If such information is correct it is evident that 
there must be a sudden and radical falling off in 
the movement inthe very near future. This is 
exactly what the believers in the smaller crop idea 
count upon, andasthe date is now close at hand 
upon which the bull element of the trade has fixed 
asthe time when the perpendicular drop in re- 
ceipts is to occur, it is but natural that the entire 
cotton interest should be in a rather feverish 
state, 

There is undoubtedly reason to believe that the 
heavy deliveries of the crop and the gradual de- 
cline in prices have persuaded spinners and con- 
surmers of the staple to limit their takings, so that 
it is now practically certain that consumers’ stocks 
are running low. Should, therefore, the perpen- 
dicular falling off in receipts occur as predicted, 
it does not require a prophet to foresee that there 
would promptly bea wild scramble to stock up, 
and, consequently, a sharp upward rush of prices. 
If cotton ts cheap at present prices, as many hold, 
any considerable falling off in receipts would suf- 
fice to inaugurate an advance, the extent of which 
would be regulated solely by the importance of the 
shrinkage in the crop movement from now on, in 
comparison with last year. 

Should, however, the perpendicular drop in re- 
ceipts fail to occur in the immediate future, there 
can be no disguising the fact that the industry 
would be confronted with a grave crisis, as it 
would be then hard to persuade foreign spinners 
that there was not only more cotton than needed, 
but nothing short of a yield equal to the phenome- 
nal one of last year. 

For several weeks past Toe CONSTITUTION 
has called the attention of its readers to these 
facts and probabilities. It has advised 
planters to hold their cotton, unless their 
debts require its sale. If cotton is held back 
from market now, and the world is put upon 
notice that its production will be reduced 
one-eighth next year, we may look for better 
prices. This is our best course in view of 
all the circumstances,

Sparks, the former 
receiver of the road, filed a petition in the 
Bibb superior court asking that the road be 
again put in the hands of a receiver because it 
is insolvent and unable to proceed further, 
and that a receiver at this time would best 
subserve the interests of all concerned. The 
question has not yet been acted on by the 
court.

PAYABLE LATER THIS YEAR THAN USUAL. 


Georgia Holders of Scrip Will Not Miss 
Their Free Excursion so Much 
in Consequence. 


The Central of Georgia’s semi-annual 3} per 
cent dividend was announced on Saturday. It 
is payable on and after December 26th.. This 
is aiittie later date than heretofore, for, as 
stated in Saturday’s CONSTITUTION, it has 
been customary in the past to make the divi- 
dend payable on the day of the stockholders’ 
annual meeting, which is usually held about 
December 20th. 

Inasmuch as they cannot get their interest 
until after Christmas, the stockholders will 
not care so much about being deprived of the 
free excursion to Savannah. 

The Central dividend has afforded Christ- 
mas money to thousands of Georgians in the 
years that are gone. Some years they did not 
getany. There was such a period during the 
latter part of President Wadley’s administra- 
tion. And then, under Captain Raoul’s presi- 
dency, the semi-annual was only 2 per cent for 
a good while. 

In December, 1886, a 4 per cent semi-annual 
was declared. That was the last dividend of 
Captain Kaoul’sadiministration. General Alex- 
ander was elected in January, 1887, and the 
Central was an 8 per cent stock until the lease 
was made to the Georgia Pacitic last summer. 
Then it became a7 per cent stock. There is 
some provision in the lease about the stock- 
holders getting a part or all of the interest 
which the company’s banking department may 
earn, but the bank is nos ina position to earn a 
dividend. 

The Central has done an enormous business 
the past six months, and if the traffic keeps up 
the Georgia Pacific has a good bargain in the 


‘lease at 7 per cent. 


A7 per cent stock at 95is something singu- 
lar. Yet the Central hangs around that figure 
while the Southwestern, which is alsoa 7 per 
cent guaranteed by the Central, is 105 to 108. 

When the Central was a 4 per cent it went 
down to 70. 

Adverse legislation, tight money and the 
raids on Terminal are the causes of the de- 
cline in Central and Southwestern. 

Nothing new was heard yesterday in regard 
to the reported scoop of the East:Tennessee by 
the Central. General Alexander, of the Cen- 
tral, says that he has heard nothing of it. 

Major Green May Ketire. 

General Manager Green, of the Georgia 
road, is to retire, it is said. His health 
has been poor for several months and he has not 
been able todo any work except for a week or two 
in November for along time. He spent the latter 
part of the summer in Canada, and is now in Cali- 
fornia for his health. Major Green is a civil en- 
gineer by profession, and has been connected with 
the Georgia road for years.

o, then, I confess, I felt cast down for awhile.

WHAT THE RED MEN THINK OF IT 


The Sentiment of the Red Men Is Di- 
vided on the Matter—In the 
Hands of a Committee. 


The proposition made some time ago, that 
the different lodges of the Improved Order 
of Red Men, in Atlanta, purchase ths Gate 
City Guard armory, and transform it into a

is divided on the question. 

Upon the question of having a wigwam the

The first proposition was tobuild a wigwam, 
and a committee was appointed to find 
out the sentiment of the Red Men 
on that. The committee ‘has done 
nothing so far, and a few weeks ago it was 
suggested that the Red Men purchase the 
Gate City Guard’ armory, on Peachtree street, 
for a wigwam. The committee was set to 
work to see about the practicability of this, 
and will report soon. 

The armory 1s now in the hands of a selling 
agent, and the price asked for it is $60,000. 
Some of the Red Men believe that the sum 
necessary can be easily raised; others do not. 

“I think there is not the least question,” 
said Mr. Edward White, Jr., ‘about raising 
the money, and wecould almost make ita 
paying investment. I believe that the Red 
Men will tinally purchase the armory.”’ 

Mr. George E. Johnson, quite a prominent 
Red Man, takesavery different view of the 
matter, 

‘*T don’t think,” said he, ‘‘that the plan is at 
all practicable. The Red Men, as a rule, 
are poor men, and cannot take 
stock to any great extent in such an 
enterprise. I. would like to see _ the 
Red Men own a wigwam, but I think it will be 
some time before they get one.”’

“The matter,’’ said he, ‘has been discussed 
in every detail, and, while it has not been 
abandoned, I don’t think anything will be 
done at present.’’

Spirits are of natural growth, and therefore irre- 
sistible in their power and influence. It is a true 
factin life and history, that any time is what its 
= makes it. We are continually speaking of 
the spirit of the time, but do we all really 
know what the power is which has forced itself 
into our consciousness and which we cannot bet- 
ter describe than by calling it the spirit of 
the time? Every true spirit is but the beyinning 
of another; there is no fixture in these. They come, 
they wake the age and pass away, leaving only 
their impress. Ourcultureis but the predomi- 
nance of an idea, wh se power draws after it in- 
stitutions, arts and literature, giving to each of 
these its own peculiar character. But let a people 
arise into another idea and all of that passes 
away and another spirit takes its place. So we 
have old art falling before new art, fortifications 
and armed warriors before gunpowder,covet roads 
and canais betore railways, sails before steam, and 
now steain is giving away before electricity. Thus, 
this makes truethe fact that every continuous 
growth and appearance of time-spirits, life has 
been kept from solidifying and crystallizing, and 
the power of expansion 1s immense for civiliza- 
tion. What is the time-spirit of the age? It is 
the spirit of investigation, the demand for facts. 
itis the result of a rebound from obedient ac- 
ceptance to activity of thought. It is 
partly scientific. It has cleared away 
much of the turmoil of the preceding age. 
Theories in all departments of life have been 
chanved byit. And for religion it has done a 
treat work, by clearing away much which stood 

@tween God and man. Its fault has been, the 
over emphasis of the material side of life. it has 
shown that the greater the knowledge the greater 
the mystery; without Knowledge there can 
be no mystery. So this true spirit has brought us 
nearly to another seeming contradiction. What 
do you see ahead? Is the pendulum about to take 
another swing? Ithink so. The way has been 
made clearer forus. This scientific spirit is the 
handmaid of true religion, because it does away 
with the traasient and unpermanent in life, it 
takes away the veil between Godand man. It is 
the minister of truth and the lawof righteousness, 
and it shows us that our religion is true because it 
resis in the eternal nature of God and the nature 
of man.

These words apply to all conditions of life. In 
the growth and progress of institutions and in the 
condition of the individual. 

Strength lies in thought, in action, is self-pos- 
session. All of our trusts must be. safely 
grounded; but to be held safely, it must be done 
calmly and resolutely with no aiternations of mild 
excitement and apathetic depression, but with 
quiet consistency. 

‘rhe kingdom of God cometh not with observa- 
vation,’”’ so the calm possession of the 
soul in perfect faith is a treas- 
ure, the value ot which is seen the more we imi- 
tate the life and work of Him who, though He had 
come down from heaven to minister to us, wag 
stillin heaven, The serenity of heaven in His 
soul was the tranquility of an undisturbed life.

Dr. Hopkins then traced the steady progress of 
Christianity through the ages as the practical 
erfutation ot infidelity and the conclusive estab- 
lishment of the Christian plan of divine re- 
demption, He marshaled such an array of Sta- 
tistics as delighted every lover of Jesus and 
must silence every doubter. 

The first little initial gathering of Christians 
numbered 120 all told. In 1800 they had grown to 
200,000,000, and at the present day to 400,000,000, 
an increase of 100 per cent in less than a cen- 
tury. 
in 1800 there were 170 missionary points and 
50,000 heathens converted to Christianity. Now 
there are 2,500 points and 2.000,000 converted 
heathens. 

The Protestant communicants in 1600 were 368,- 
000 or 7 per cent ge? gk Bt ot in 1800 were 3,500, - 
000 or 15 percent of population, and now 11,000,000 
or 20 per cent of. population; while there 
are 20,000,000 of Catholic and Protestant communi- 
cants in this country.

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PILLING THE PLACES. 
The North eoreia Conference Heets 
Wednesday. 


PASTORS WILL THEN BE SELECTED 


For the Various Churches in the Confer- 
ence—Only One Change Is Likely 
to Be Made in Atlanta. 


The north Georgia conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal“ Church, south, meets at Car- 
tersvilie Wednesday. 

Thisis the most important convention of 
the Methodist church, and by it the appoint- 
ing of the different ministers of the various 
churches in the conference is made. 

The south Georgia convention has just come 
toaclose aftera session of several days at 
Cordele. 

The north Georgia conference will most 
likely remain in session until next Sunday. 

Bishop Joseph S. Key will preside, and 
more than a hundred ministers will form the 
convention. 

The work of the convention is always very 
heavy and the delegates will be kept busy at- 
tending to the business that wiil come be- 
fore it. 

The appointing of ministers to the various 
charges is in itself no small work, but there 
will be the many reports from the various 
churches, which will have to be looked after, 
besides. 

Atlanta feels an interest in the work of the 
convention. 

Itisan old Methodist custom to allow a 
preacher to remain in charge of onechurch not 
longer than four years. Quite frequently 
it occurs that a minister is taken away from a 
church even after one year’s service. They 
are always removed by theconference after 
four years. » 

There is only one Methodist minister in At- 
Janta who has served his church four years. 
He is Rev. M. L, Underwood, but he may not 
be the only minister who will be changed by 
the conference. 

Mr. Underwood. preached his farewell ser- 
mon to his congregation yosterday, and 
last night the church reports to be made atthe 
conference were arranged. St. Paul’s church 
has prospered under the care of Mr. Under- 
wood and his congregation dislikes to see him 
go, but Methodist law will admit of nothing 
else. ; 

There may be changes in the Atlanta 
churches where the four-year limit has not ex- 
pired. 

It is quite likely that a change 
will be made in the pastor of the First 
Methodist. Dr. W. D. Anderson, the present 
pastor and one of. the most learned 
divines in the state, came to the church one 
year ago, and has given great satisfaction, but 
it is said that he is to be made presiding eider 
of some circuit ‘in the conference. He is an 
able divine wherever he is placed, and his 
Charges always prosper. 

In case that such a change is made, who 
will &% Dr. Andertson’s successor? That is 
the question whic! naturally arises. 

The congregatitn is a large and cultured 
one, and will be stisfied with none but an 
earnest and eloqu¢ it pastor. 

Dr. J. W. Lee, ¢{ the Park street church, is 
spoken of, but his ghurch does not wish to give 
him up until be has served them the fuli four 
years. ia: 

Dr. Warren A.,Cundler, the splendid and 
capable young ine at the head of 
Emory  col'ege, “yy has been suggested 
as an excellent*’successor to Dr. Ander- 
son, in case hie is called to other 
fields by the conference. 

A change is not:hkely at Trinity church, as 
Dr. Walker Lewis, the pastor, has been with 
the church but a year, and has proved himself 
an earnest church worker. 

The pastors of the other Methodist churches 
in the city will, most probably, remain as at 
present.
